EPITOME  OF  THE  PRESENT  STATE  OF  THE 
UNION. 

NEW-HAMPSHIRE, 

WHICH  is  1 80  miles  in  length,  and  60  In  breadth, 
'contained,  according  to  an  enumeration  in 
i787>  102,000  inhabitants — is  attached  to  the  fe¬ 
deral  Government — engaged  in  organizing  her  mi¬ 
litia,  already  the  belt  difciplincd  of  any  in  the  Un¬ 
ion — encouraging  the  dome  Rick  arts — and  looking 
forward  to  the  benefits  which  will  refult  from  the 
operations  of  the  New  ConRitution.  New-Hamp- 
Ihire,  from  her  local  adantages,  and  the  hardihood 
of  her  fons,  may  anticipate  ellential  benefits  from 
the  operation  of  equal  commercial  regulations. 

MASSACHUSETTS, 

4^0  miles  in  length,  and  160  in  breadth,  contain¬ 
ed,  according  to  an  enumeration  in  1 78  7,  360,000 
inhabitants — Since  the  tranquility  of  the  State  was 
reRored  by  the  fupprcllion  of  the  late  infurrecRion, 
the  whole  body  of  the  people  appears  fblicitous  for 
the  blellings  of  peace  and  good  government.  If 
any  conclufion  can  he  drawn  from  elecftions  for  the 
Federal  Legifla^-ure,  tliit  State  has  a  decided  major¬ 
ity  in  favour  of  the  New  Conflitution.  The  great 
objeifts  of  Commerce,  Agriculture,  Manufax^tures, 
and  the  Fifharies,  appear  greatly  to  engage  the  at¬ 
tention  of  Maflachufett^  Fabricationt  of  Cotton, 
coarfe  Woolens,  Linens,  DUCK,  IRON,  Wood,  ike. 
arc  profecuting  with  fiieceR — and  by  diminifhing 
her  imports,  and  increaftiig  her  exports,  fhe  is  ad¬ 
vancing  to  that  rank  ajiil  importance  in  the  Union 
%vhich  her  extent  of  terrfcory — her  refources — and 
the  genius  and  enter jhTH  of  her  citizens  entitle  her 
to — and  although  the  collifioii  of  parties,  at  the 
moment  of  Eleeftion,  Rrikes  out  a  few  fparks  of  ani- 
mofity,  yet  the  decifion  once  made,  the  Calumet 
of  Peace'*  is  fmoked  in  l<<ke  and  friendfhij) — “  aud 
like  true  Republicans  they  ^tequiefee  in  the  choice  of  the 
Majority."  ■  -- 

CONN^TICUT, 

81  miles  in  length,  and  57  in  breadth,  contain¬ 
ed,  agreeably  to  a  Cenfils  in  1782,  209,150  inhab¬ 
itants,  enjoying  a  fertile  foil,  this  truly  republican 
Stare  is  purfuing  her  intereR  in  the  promotion  of 
Manufactures,  Commerce,  Agriculture,  and  the 
Sciences — She' appears  tcrt>id  fair,  from  the  peace¬ 
able,  loyal,  and  federal  Chaiaclcr  of  the  great  body 
of  her  citizens — from  the  Enterprife  of  her  men  of 
wealth,  and  other  favourable  circuTultances,  to  at¬ 
tain  to  a  great  degree  of  opulence,  power,  and 
refpecRahiliiy  in  the  Union. 

NElV-rORK, 

350  miles  in  length, and  300  in  breadth, contained, 
agreeably  to  a  Cenfus  in  1786,  238,897  inhabitants. 
Tills  State  appears  to  be  convulfed  by  parties — but 
the  CRISIS  is  at  hand,  wdien  it  is  hoped,  that  the 
Hatchet"  will  he  buried.  Exertions  on  one  Rde 
are  making  for  the  re- election  of  Gov.  Clinton, 
and  on  the  other  for  the  introduction  of  the  Hon. 
Judge  Y  A  T  E  s  to  the  chair — both  parties  appear  fan- 
guine  as  to  their  fuccels.  It  is  ardently  to  be  wiih- 
ed,  that  temper  and  moderation  may  prefide  at  the 
Elections  ;  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  it,  as  that 
Freedom,  for  which  we  fought  and  triumphed, 
depends  fo  eflbntially  upon  a  FREE  CHOICE. — 
It  is  greatly  regretted,  that  this  refpeClable  and 
important  member  of  the  federal  R.epublick,  fliould 
not  be  reprefented  in  the  MoR  Honourable  Senate 
of  the  United  States.  New-York,  however,  is  riling 
in  her  federal  charaClcr,  and  in  manufacfturiiig,  a- 
gricultural,  and  commercial  confequence  :  Eviden¬ 
ced  in  her  federal  ele(ftions — her  plans  for  promo¬ 
ting  Manufactures,  and  the  incrcafe  of  her  Exports. 

NEIV-JERSET, 

1 60  miles  in  length,  and  52  in  breadth,  contain¬ 
ed,  by  a  Cenfus  in  1784,  149,435  inhabitants.  This 
State  is  at  prefent  tramyuil,  although  lately  agitated 
by  a  very  extraordinary  conteRcd  elcCrion — which 
by  a  timely  interference  of  the  Executive,  appears 
to  be  fettled.  The  iiihabiiants  of  this  State  are 
w  armly  attached  to  the  New  ConRitution — the  blef- 
fings  of  peace,  an  equal  trade,  and  good  govern¬ 
ment,  being  properly  prized  by  them.  The  Arts 
and  Sciences  areobjeefts  of  importance  in  this  State, 
and  many  of  her  fons  rank  high  in  the  Republick 

of  Letters.  - 

PENNSYLVANIA, 

2S8  miles  in  length,  and  156  in  breadth^by  a 
Cenfus  in  1787,  contained  360, exjo  inhabitants. — 
This  extenlive  and  truly  rcfpcclable  State,  is  mak- 
iiig  great  proficiency  in  her  Manufaeftures,  Agri¬ 
culture,  Arts  and  Coiumere.  Her  attachment  to 
the  New  ConRitution  is  unequivocal,  and  with  a 
confiRency  highly  honourary  to  her  natiofial  cha¬ 
racter,  fhe  has  lately  made  an  effort,  (which,  though 
defeated  for  a  time,  will  undoubtedly  be  fuccefsful) 
to  conform  their  State  ConRitution  to  that  of  the 
Union.  The  publick  buildings  in  the  city  of  Phi¬ 
ladelphia,  have  been  rcfpeCifiilly  oR’ered  for  the 
accommodation  of  Congrefs.  Theatrical  e:diibi-

DELAWARE, 

92  miles  In  length,  and  16  in  breadth,  by  a  Ccii- 
fus  in  1787,  contained  37,000  inhabitants.  I’his 
State,  though  circumferibed  in  its  limits,  derives 
great  importance  from  its  rank  in  the  Union — at¬ 
tached  to  the  New  ConRitution,  and  having  the 
honour  to  take  the  lead  in  its  adoption,  there  is  no 
doubt  of  its  giving  efficacy  to  its  righteous  admini- 

Rration.  - ^ 

MARYLAND, 

134  miles  in  length,  and  no  in  breadth,  by  sk 
Cenfus  taken  in  i  782,  contained  2  5  3,6  30  inhabitants. 
From  its  favourable  fituation  in  the  Union,  this 
State  bids  fair  for  profperity,  w  ealtli,  and  eminence. 
Warmly  attached  to  the  New  CoiiRlTuticn,  aiiden-* 
joying  a  central  fituation,  the  publicatioiis  there 
have  teemed  with  tempting  inducements  to  Con¬ 
grefs,  to  make  Baltimore  the  Scat  jfthe  Federal 

Legiflature*  - 

VIRGINIA, 

758  miles  in  length,  and  224  in  breath — by  a 
cenfus  taken  in  1782,  contaiiis  567,614  inhabitants. 

From  the  natural  ardour  of  her  fons  in  the  cauii? 
of  freedom,  is  frequently  convulfed  in  her  elec¬ 
tions,  and  has  been  tom  by  factions. — Pofieiiing 
ail  extenlive  territory  and  a  vaR  income,  her  funds 
arc  placed  on  a  refpcc^lable  footings  but  as  herre- 
I  prefentatioD  in  the  f]edcral  legiflature  is  decidedly 
attached  to  the  union  and  the  new  coiiRirttion— 
there  is  now  no  doubt  but  that  llie  will  fee  her  in¬ 
tereR  and  glory  finally  coiinedied  with  a  few  tem¬ 
porary  facrifices  upon  the  principles  of  mutual  coii- 

ceflion.  - 

SOUTH-CAROL  INA, 

200  miles  in  length,  and  125  in  breath — and  con¬ 
tains,  by  a  cenfus  in  i  787,  180,000  inhabitants,  an 
important  member  of  the  union,  has  appeared  late¬ 
ly  to  vibrate  between  oppofing  lexitiments — Her 
attachment  to  national  inealures  we  doubt  not  will 
cridcnrally  difeover  itfelf  when  all  tender  laws  and 
pine  barrens  diall  be  done  away.  The  prohibition  of 
the  importation  of  Raves,  and  the  provilion  lately 
made  for  the  reduction  of  her  foreign  debt  ai  efc-* 
deral  traits — add  to  thefe  that  their  eleeftors  have 
given  an  unanimous  vote  for  his  Excellency  Ge¬ 
neral  Washington,  as  Prefident  of  the  United 
States — by  which  the  memorable  circumRance  is 
authenticated,  that  the  voice  of  the  WHOLE  CON-^ 
TINENT  has  once  more  called  our  FABIUS  MAX¬ 
IMUS  to  refeue  our  country  from  impending  ruin* 

GEORGIA, 

600  miles  in  length,  and  250  in  breath, — by  a 
i  Cenfus  in  i  787,  contained  98,000  inhabitants.  This 
Rate  is  complcating  her  federal  charad:er  \)y  con¬ 
forming  her  Rate  conRitution  to  that  of  the  union 
I  — and  being  the  youngcR  branch  of  the  family--- 
I  and  a  frontier — die  will  doubtlefs  experience  the 
fupportitig  and  protecftiiig  arm  of  the  federal  go-* 
vernment. 

FOREIGN  STATES. 

R  HOD  E-ISLAND, 

I  Is  68  miles  in  length,  and  40  ill  breath,  and 
ij  by  a  Cenfus  taken  in  1783,  contained  5i,8g6 
i]  inhabitants.  This  Rate  has  again  refuTed  to  ac- 
i  cede  to  a  union  with  her  filler  Rates,  and  is  now 
wholly  eRrangedfrom  them  ;and  from  appearances, 
will  long  continue  fo,  unlefs  the  meaf  ure  of  the 
iniquity  of  her  KNOW  YE**  gentiy  fltould  be 
fpeedily  filled  up — or  the  delufioii  which  has  fo 
long  infatuated  a  majority  of  her  citlzeiis,fhculd  be 
removed. — Anxious  of  enjoying  the  protection  of 
the  union,  the  inhabitants  of  New^porr,  Provi¬ 
dence  and  other  places,  arc  determined  to  fue  for 
ir6  proteClion,  and  to  be  annex.^d  to  Maflachufetts 
or  Connecticut.  This  difinembei*ment  of  the  Rate 
it  is  to  be  defired,  may  be  prevented  by  her  be¬ 
ing  wholly  grafFed  into  that  Rock  from  whence 
tlirough  blindnefs  fhe  has  been  broken  off. 

NORTH-CAROLINA. 

Is  758  miles  in  length,  and  iio  in  breadth,  and 
by  a  cenfus  taken  in  1787,  contained  210,000  in¬ 
habitants.  A  depreciated  paper  medium,  and  a 
deficiency  of  political  knowdedge,  are  confidered  a;S 
the  caufes  of  the  anti-national  fpirit  of  this  State. 
Her  extenfive  frontier,  and  being  obliged  to  export 
the  greater  part  of  her  productions  through  Vir¬ 
ginia,  it  is  expcCled  v/ill  ere  long  evince  the  nccef- 
lity  of  her  acceding  to  the  confederation.  This 
indeed  appears  already  to  be  the  predominant  idea 
of  her  citizens,  by  fome  recent  tranfaCtions. 
note*

The  time  appointed  by  the  Congreis,  under  the 
old  confederation,  for  the  aflcinbling 
of  theSe  n  at  o  rs  and  Repr  esentatives  cliofcn  to 
adminiller  the  NEW  CONSTITUTION,  was  the 
fourth  day  of  March  laft ;  an  unfiivourable  feafon 
of  the  year  for  journeying.  Through  unavoidable 
delays,  a  quorum  of  the  members  did  not  arrive 
ill  this  ciry,  till  Monday  the  fixth  inft.  when  being 
ailembled,  the  Hon.  John  Langdon,  Efq  .  was 
chofen  Prcfident  pro  tempore.  The  votes  of  the 
Electors  chofen  by  tlic  feveral  States  were  then 
opened  and  counted,  and  were  as  follow's,  viz.

He  Hiall  take  the  chair  every  day  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
houfe  ftwll  have  adjourned  on  the  nrecedin^^  day ;  lhall  im- 
mcdiatriv  call  the  members  to  order,  and,  on  the  appearance  of  a 
quorum,'  ftiaJJ  cauic  the  journa!  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read.

He  (hall  preferve  decorum  and  order;  may  fpcak  to  points  of 
order  in  preference  to  other  members,  ariling  from  his  (cat  for 
that  purpofc,  and  (hall  decide  qucdions  of  order,  fubjeil  to  an  ap¬ 
peal  to  the  houfc  by  any  two  member*. 

He  (hall  rife  to  put  a  queftion,  but  may  date  it  fitting. 

Queftions  (hall  be  dillindly  pul  in  this  form,  vir.  “  As  many 
as  are  of  opinion  that  (as  the  quclbon  may  be)  4y  aye And,  aU 
ter  the  affirmative  voice  is  exprefled— “  As  many  as  are  of  a  con¬ 
trary  opinion,  fay  no.” 

II  the  (peaker  doubts^  or  a  divifion  be  called  for,  the  houfc  fhall 
divide,  thofe  in  the  affirmative  going  to  the  right,  and  thofe  in  the 
negative  to  the  left  of  the  chair:  If  the  fpcaker  dill  doubt,  ora 
count  be  required,  the  fpcaker  fhall  name  two  members,  one  from 
each  fide,  to  tell  the  numbers  in  the  affirmative,  which  being  re¬ 
ported,  he  fhall  then  name  two  others,  one  from  each  fide,  to  tell 
thofe  in  the  negative  ;  which  being  alfo  reported,  he  fhall  rife  and 
date  the  decifion  to  the  hoiifci 

The  fpeakcr  fhall  appoint  committees  ;  unlefs  it  be  determined 
by  the  houfc  that  the  committee  diall  confid  of  more  than  three 
members,  in  which  cafe  the  appointment  lhall  be  by  ballot  of  the 
houfc. 

In  all  cafes  of  ballot  by  the  home,  the  fpcaker  fhall  vote  ;  in  o- 
ther  cafes  he  fhall  not  vote,  unlefs  the  houfc  be  equally  divided,  or 
unlefs  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority,  wull  make  the  divifion  be 
equal,  and  in  cafe  of  fuch  equal  divifion,  the  qucdion  fhall  be  lod. 

When  the  houfc  adjourn?,  the  members  (hall  keep  their  feats  un¬ 
til  the  fpcaker  go  forth  ;  and  then  the  members  (hall  follow. 
Seconol Y. 

OF  DECORUM  AND  DEBATE. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  fpeak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  houfc,  he  (hall  rife  from  his  feat  and  refpeflfully  ad- 
drefs  himfclf  to  Mr.  .Speaker. 

If  any  member,  in  fpeaking  or  otherwife  tranfgrcfs  the  rules  of 
the  houfc,  tlie  fpcaker  (hall,  or  any  member  may  call  to  order  ;  in 
which  cafe  the  member  called  to  order  (hall  immediately  fit  down 
unlefs  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  houfc  fhall,  if  appealed  to, 
decide  on  the  cafe,  but  without  debate:  If  there  be  no  appeal, 
the  decifion  of  the  chair  diall  be  fnbmitted  to  :  If  the  decifion  be 
in  favour  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  (hall  be  at  liberty  to 
proceed  ;  if  otherwife,  and  the  cafe  require  it,  he  fhall  be  liable  to 
the  cciilur®  of  the  houfc. 

When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rife  at  once,  the  fpcaker 
fhall  name  the  member  who  is  firil  to  fpcak. 

No  member  (hall  fpcak  more  than  twice  to  the  fame  qucdion 
without  leave  of  the  houic ;  nor  more  than  once  until  every  mem¬ 
ber  choofing  to  fpeak,  (hall  have  Ipokcn. 

VV'hild  the  fpcaker  is  putting  any  qucdion,  or  addreffing  the 
houfe,  none  fhall  w’alk  out  of,  or  crofs  the  houfc;  nor  either  in 
fuch  cafe,  or  when  a  member  is  fpcaking,  H  all  entertain  paivatc 
difeourfe,  or  read  any  printed  book  or  paper  ;  nor  whild  a  mem¬ 
ber  is  fpeaking,  lhall  pafs  between  him  and  the  chair. 

No  member  (hall  vote  on  any  qucdion,  in  the  event  of  which, 
he  is  immediately  and  particularly  intereded  ;  or  in  any  other  cafe 
where  he  was  not  prefent  when  the  qucdion  was  put. 

Every  member  who  diall  be  in  the  houfe,  when  a  qucdion  is 
put,  fhall  vote  on  the  one  fide  or  the  other,  unlefs  the  houle,  for 
fpccial  rcafons,  fhall  cxcufc  him. 

^^'hen  a  motion  is  made  and  feconded,  it  fhall  be  dated  by  the 
fpcaker,  or  being  in  writing,  it  (hall  be  handed  to  the  chair,  and 
read  aloud  by  the  clerk  before  debated. 

Every  motion  (hall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  fpcaker  or  any 
member  dclire  it. 

Aftrr  a  motion  is  dated  by  the  fpcaker,  or  read  by  the  clerk,  it 
^all  be  deemed  to  be  in  pofTcffion  of  the  houfe,  but  may  be  with¬ 
drawn  at  any  time  before  decifion  or  amendment. 

When  a  qucdion  is  under  debate,  no  motion  fhall  be  received, 
unlefs  to  amend  it,  for  the  previous  qucdion,  or  to  adjourn. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  fhall  be  always  in  order,  and  fhall  be  dc- 
cid*^d  without  debate, 

The  previous  qucdion  fhall  be  in  this  form :  “  Shall  the  main 
qucdion  be  now  put.”  It  fhall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded 
by  five  rpembcis;  and  until  it  is  decided  fhall  preclude  all  amend¬ 
ment  afid  further  debate  of  the  main  qucdion. 

On  a  previous  qucdion  no  member  (hall  fpcak  more  than  once 
without  leave. 

Any  member  may  call  lor  the  divifion  of  a  qucdion,  where  the 
fenfe  will  admit  of  it. 

A  motion  for  commitment  until  it  is  decided,  (hall  preclude  all 
amendment  of  the  main  qucdion. 

Motions  and  reports  may  be  committed  aX  the  plcafurc  of  the 
houfc. 

No  new  motion  or  propnfition  (hall  be  admitted  under  colour  of 
amendment,  as  a  fubllitutc  for  the  motion  or  propofition  under  dc- 
butr. 

Committees  confiding  of  more  than  three  members,  fhall  be 
I^llottcd  for  by  the  houfe;  if  upon  fuch  ballot  the  nuinbir  required 
(hall  not  be  elcded  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  given,  the  houfe  (hall 
proceed  to  a  fecond  ballot,  in  which  a  plurality  of  votes  lhall  pre¬ 
vail,  and  in  cafe  a  greater  number  than  arc  required  to  compole  or 
complete  the  committee  (hall  have  an  equal  number  of  vote.s,  the 
houfc  lhall  proceed  to  further  ballot  or  ballots. 

In  all  other  cafes  of  ballot  than  ior  committees,  a  majority  of 

votes  given  (hall  be  neccITary  to  an  cle6iion,  and  when  there 
(h  II  not  be  fuch  majority  on  the  fiid  ballot,  the  ballot  (hall  be  re¬ 
peated  until  a  majority  be  obtained. 

In  all  cafes  where  others  than  members  of  the  houfe  may  be  eli¬ 
gible,  there  (hall  be  a  previous  nomination. 

If  a  qucdion  depending  be  lod  by  adjournment  of  the  houfc*  and 
revived  on  the  fuccccdiiig  day,  no  member  who  has  fpoken  twice 
on  tjic  day  preceding  lhall  be  permitted  again  to  fpcak  without 

Eveiv  order,  refolution  or  vote  to  which  the  concurrence  of  the 
tenatc  lhall  be  necelTary,  (hall  be  read  to  the  houfe,  and  hid  on  the 
tabic,  on  a  day  preceding  that  in  which  the  fame  lhall  be  moved, 
unlefs  the  houfe  (hall  otherwife  cxprefsly  allow.  ' 

Petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers  addrcfTcd  to  the  houfe

THIS  clay  the  Galleries  of  the  Hon.  Houfe  of  Re- 
prefentatives  were  opened.  The  members  heina 
convened,  the  Hon.  Chief  Juflice  MORRIS,  of  the 
State  of  Ncxv-3ork,  adminiftered  to  the  Speaker 
and  Members  of  the  Houfe,  the  Oath  required  by 
the  Conftitiitionof  the  United  States. 

Upon  motion  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Parker,  of  Vir- 
ginia,  the  Houfe  then  refolved  itfelf  into  a  Com¬ 
mittee  of  tlie  whole,  to  take  the  Rate  of  the  Uni¬ 
on  into  confidcration.  This  motion  was  agreed  to, 
and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Page,  of  Virginia,  took  the 
chair. 

Mr.  M ADDISON,  of  Virginia,  after  a  few  inrro- 
dudtory  obfervations  on  the  great  fubjetds  of  Fi¬ 
nance,  and  the  deficiencies  of  the  federal  freafury, 
the  neceflity  of  immediately  adopting 
fome  meafurcs  upon  the  fubjeFt  of  National  Re¬ 
venue.  With  this  ohjccd  in  view,  he  produced  a 
Refolve,  fpecifying  certain  articles  upon  which  an 
Iinpoft  was  propofecl  to  he  lpi<l.  The  plan  was  fi-

w  ith  re  fpeFt  to  impofl,  and  lay  a  pr.  centum, 
valoruri,  on  articles  indifcrimiuately,  in  prefer¬ 
ence  to  fpecifying  particulars  at  various  rates. , 

Mr.  Fitzsimons,  of  Pennfylvania,  in  oppofitio^i 
to  the  Hon.  Mr.  Lawrence,  replied,  that  afpeci- 
fication  of  certain  articles,  with  various  rates  of  Ini- 
poft  affixed  to  each,  hacl  been  found  to  be  more 
productive,  eaficr  collected,  and  a  more  certain  re¬ 
venue,  than  apr.  centum,  allefled  iuageneral  way ; 
that  fo  far  from  wifhing  to  abandon  the  original 
idea,  he  thought  i:  of  fo  much  impovtance  to  be 


adhered  to,  that  he  hadprefar^  an  additional  lift 
cf  articles,  which  he  alkecl  leave  to  read  and  lay 
cn  the  table,  that  they  might  form  part  of  the 
Sylteiii  w  hich  fhould  finally  be  adopted.  'J  he  gen¬ 
tleman  obferved,  in  the  courfe  of  his  fpeech,  that 
the  encouragement  of  the  maiuifac^lures  of  our 
own  country,  w  as  doubtlefs  an  object  with  the 
Hon.  Houfe,  and  this  was  conneiftcd  with  the  lay- 
in?  proper  reftrKtions  on  foreign  articles.  The 
Hoii.

IT  is  iiAially  cxpecited  that  writers,  who  enter 
upon  a  courie  of  publications,  fhould  exhibit 
foine  outlines  of  a  plan.  This,  in  the  prefent  in- 
Hance,  is  not  pra(iticable,  with  any  degree  of  pre- 
ciiion.  With  relpecft  to  this  undertaking,  the 
write^r  can  better  inform  the  publick,  what  he  in¬ 
tends  to  avoid,  than  what  he  expecTis  to  perform. 
His  attic?ntion  will  be  entirely  withdrawn  from  e- 
very  fubjecl  or  occurrence  that  is  calculated  to  ex¬ 
cite  party  fpirit. — How  far  the  intrigues  of  clubs 
or  the  jars  of  fa<ition  may  eventually  have  a  good 
or  bad  elfec^t  on  Ibciety,  enters  not  into  the  views 
of  this  publication.  It  can  be  of  no  importance  to 
ail  author  to  afeertain  the  relative  character  of 
leefts  or  parties  ;  when  his  plan  only  requires  him 
to  elkablhh  fuch  maxims,  and  to  recommend  fuch 
inllitutions  and  habits,  as  will  not  counteract  the 
honeft  purpofes  of  any  man,  whatever  may  be  his 
ideas  relpecfting  forms  of  government  or  religion. 
A  writer,  who  profeiles  truth  for  his  aim,  and  a- 
dopts  realon  for  his  guide,  will  not  have  occafion 
implicitly  to  follow*  the  tracks  of  any  avowed  par- 
tizan.  It  is  not  prefumed,  how^ever,  that  this  per¬ 
formance  will  not  participate  of  prejudices  and 
miftakes.  It  is  only  declared  that  the  topickslhall 
generally  be  or  fuch  a  nature,  as  olVer  the  leafl 
temptation  to  error. 

The  common  intereft  and  happinefs  of  commu¬ 
nities,  as  well  as  individuals,  leads  in  many  ellcntial 
refpeefs,  to  a  determinate  point.  There  are  many 
political  fubjetids  that  are  fo  doubtful  and  perplexed, 
mat  the  mind,  after  the  molt  impartial  #  .ivelHga- 
don,  does  not  find  complete  fatisfiuition.  It  is  how- 
cv  er,  a  confolation,  that  truths  are  generally  ufe- 
lefs  in  proportion  as  they  are  enveloped  in  darknefs. 
The  molt  important  principles  are  fo  obvious,  that 
the  natural  rcafoii  of  man  c;m  difeern  tlieir  propri¬ 
ety  :  When  they  are  fairly  explained,  they  wall 
feldom  be  difputed.  The  molt  ufeful  qualities  and 
atflions  accord  fo  well  with  the  common  fenfe  and 
feelings  of  people,  that  we  are  Icfs  apt  to  difowm 
titan  to  imitate  them.  Why  then  docs  it  happen 
that  men  have  errors  in  opinions  or  prac^tice  ?  Per¬ 
haps  one  leading  caufe  maybe,  that  the  mind  is  fo 
Miuch  occupied  in  vain  or  impracticable  rcfearches, 
that  the  rcafoii  gets  perverted  or  obfeured.  By 
tills  means  it  lofes  its  natural  clearnefs  in  the  ma¬ 
nagement  of  things,  whicli  otherwife  would  eaiily 
come  within  its  reach.  It  lhall  be  the  objecfl  of  this 
run  of  papers,  to  touch  upon  fuch  riibjetits  as  arc 
calculated  to  afford  amufement  or  inllriKftion,  with¬ 
out  dilburbing  fociety  with  calumny  and  petulejice.

Having  derived 
the  molt  permanent  advantages  from  this  fource, 
viz.  fuperior  light  and  knowledge  upon  the  great 
fubjeefts  of  liberty,  laws  and  government ;  and 
having  been  infpired  by  fentiments  of  heroifm  and 
found  policy  derived  from  this  origin,  to  eftablifli 
an  independent  empire,  and  adopt  a  glorious  fe¬ 
deral  conflitution ;  they  are  emhufiaflick  to  pre- 
ferve  and  perpetuate  this  ineftimable  jewel. 

Our  children,  the  riling  generation  f;*om  the
